Lower Egypt is a garden. Mr. Penfleld, 


lately U. B.' Consul Genera! in Egypt, 
savs that Its population is 92S per square 
nii'le and that it has increased 4-4,'-i per 
cent since the British control began in 
ISS!. The Sondan. now opening up by 
the energy of Englishmen, will snpply a 
small population living from the soil, but 
can never be a manufacturing conatry, 
lor it has no fiul and probably no impor- 
tant deposits of minerals. There is gold 
up the Bine Nile which may, perhaps.be 
worth working on a small scale. A littlo 
trade will again be developed iu guui ara- 
ble, and in ostrich leathers and ivory 
coming down from the Spilth, and the 
people will require some oi the products 
of civilization. 
But, on the whole, I do 


not estimate that Ibis country will pay 
the cost of good government for years to 
come. 
ID will be a burden on its rulers 


rather than a source ol revenue. This 
always was Gordon's opinion.--!
